Bond Election 
May Be Conducted 


An election in which residents 
of the area generally bounded by 
Middlefield road, Oak Grove ave- 
nue, the Southern Pacific tracks 
and Linfield Oaks will choose 
whether or not to bond themselves 
to finance a $64,000 drainage proj- 
ect appeared in the works this 
week. 

The possibility was raised at the 
Menlo Park city council’s study 
meeting Tuesday night as City 
Engineer Edwin Smith reported 
on estimates of the cost of such a 
project. Some of the properties 
which would benefit are in Ather- 
ton, he said, and some residents 
of that city would have to join the 
district also. 

Smith said a pipe would have to 
be built from the general area of 
American Insurance company on 
}| Middlefield road to Oak Grove 
avenue and Middiefield, thence 
west along Oak Grove to Laurel 
street, south on Laurel to Noel 
drive, and up Noel drive to a catch 
basin. 

The city and Menlo Park 
Sanitary District would have to 
contribute to the cost of the 
project also, since they benefit 
too, he said. 

Councilman Charles P. Burgess 
| noted that if the residents vote to 
bond themselves for the work, 
| financing can be had at a cheaper

Deputies of the Alameda Coun- 
ty Sheriff’s office are also anxious 
to discuss a few bad checks with 
Kolterman, Hubbard said. 

The suspect is accused of grand 
theft and issuing bogus checks in 
connection with a _ fast-moving 
swindle of the Redwood City furni- 
ture store last weekend. Kolterman 
admitted walking into the com- 
pany’s store, ordering outdoor fur- 
niture to be used at an outdoor 
wedding. If the company would 
deliver the items to 66 Jennings 
lane, Atherton, he said, a garden- 
er would give the deliveryman a 
check. 

TAKES DELIVERY 

When the items were delivered 
to the Jennings lane address, the 
deliverymen were talked into load- 
ing the furniture into an awaiting 
van and the “gardener” presented 
a bogus check. 

Officer Flanders tracked down 
the rental agency supplying the 
van, but the man who had rented 
the truck was out of town. The 
Atherton officer kept working on 
the case, however, finally coming 
up with Kolterman’s name and a 
phony address in a file for reser- 
vations on the agency’s equipment. 

Chief Hubbard drove to Fre- 
mont, across Dumbarton bridge, 
to check on the address. Al- 
though there was no street num- 
ber like the one he had for Kol- 
terman, further investigation re- 
vealed three lawn umbrellas 

sticking over the fence of a 

home in exclusive Glenmore 

Gardens. 

Once Hubbard spotted the um- 


brellas, thing began to happen in 
rapid sequence, 

With the aid of Alameda County | 
detective Bob Wilson, Hubbard 
approached the house, only to dis- 
cover that a man previously seen} 
in the backyard had left for pias 
unknown. 

The suspect, according to Hub.-| 
bard, had jumped the fence and | 
headed for a nearby thoroughfare | 
where he stole a truck, driving it 
south. At Mission San Jose Kolter- 
man is said to have sold a tire off 
of the truck for $5 and then taken 
a cab to Oakland. 

Oakland police finally caught 
up with Koiterman at a service 
station later the same day. 
RESPECTABLE 

Kolterman, a salesman for an in- 
sulation firm, lived in an exclusive 
district, had money in the bank 
and even had some money invest- 
ed, Hubbard said. 

His wife and her two children by 
a previous marriage apparently 
did not know what was going on in 
spite of the fact that all of Kolter- 
man’s loot was at their home. He 
head explained his latest acquisi- 
tion of outdoor furniture to his 
wife as a business deal whereby 
he had taken the furniture as pay- 
ment for an insulation job. 

Every house on the same 
street as the Kolterman resi- 
dence, Hubbard said, had identi- 
cal screen doors which the su- 
spect had “acquired” and sold 
to his neighbors. 

All of the items taken locally 
were recovered, including $480 
worth of lawn equipment bilked 
from Benny’s. Camera equipment 
taken in an east bay burglary was 
also discovered, Hubbard reported.

Last week, the Menlo Park Elementary School District board 
of trustees received a petition, asking that it abandon all thought 
of building a school on the Henry Cowell property at Camino 
a los Cerros and Camino al Lago. It was signed by more than 100 
persons. It sets forth sever ral reasons why a school shouldn't be 
built there. 

We're sure that the signers promulgated their letter to save 
the school district from a costly and egregious blunder. We're 
sure that they gave it careful thought, and are not se lfishly moti- 

vated by a desire to foist a community responsibility for a school 
in the area off on some other neighborhood. 

The Menlo Park Elementary School Board of Trustees has 
received at least one protest petition for every piece of property 
it has named as being possibly useful for a school, during the last 
five years, except Stanford Village. 

The current document, like all the others, is unique. 
be considered separately from all the others on its merits. 

Here are some of them. The petition says: 

We invite the attention of the school board and all 
ftnis and taxpayers to the following considerations: 

“An open drainage canal, at one point ten and a half feet 
wide and nine feet deep, runs through the Cowell property. Last 
year this canal overflowed. The danger of injury or death to 
younger children in the ditch during either the dry or rainy 


season is apparent.” 
The same ditch flowed through the Las Lomitas School play- 


grounds, only three blocks west. The school has been there since 
1903, and the creek was covered over three years ago. As far as 
the files of the Recorder show, nobody has ever drowned or been 
injured. 

The Henry Cowell estate is pretty generally bisected by 
the canal, and contains about 15 acres. It would be poor econ- 
omy on the school district's part to buy a portion of the estate 
straddling this watercourse, and discussions so far indicate the 
trustees have no intention of doing so. 

The petition goes on to say: 

“All roads leading to the site are narrow, winding and wooded, 
most of them having blind corners and triangular intersections. 
These roads do not have sidewalks and probably never will have. 
The school board has announced that due to increasing costs, bus 
transportation will be curtailed in the future. This site constitutes 
a particular hazard to the increasing number of children who will 
be riding bicycles or walking to school.” k 

True, the streets are “narrow, winding and wooded.” The

alternative is a straight road. But in the all 
adjacent to the latter, protests have been lodged on the basis that 
the streets were This has been answered by the 
placement of crossing guards at Hillview school on Santa Cruz 
avenue and at Fremont on Middle avenue, and the placing of a 
signal at Encinal school on Middlefield road. This is costly too. 

The “probably never will have” for the sidewalks is pretty 
rhetorical. 

As a matter of fact, there were no sidewalks along the 
approaches to Menlo-Atherton high school when that was 
built, but there are several of them now. 

As for bus transportation: Many of the signers of the petition 
now in hand were among those evidently most concerned by the 
“hazard” of sending their children across Santa Cruz avenue to 
Oak Knoll school. It would seem logical that children going to a 
school closer to home would encounter fewer hazards, and that 
their parents should therefore cheer the suggestion that one be 
built in the neighborhood. 

The petition continues: 

“Cost to taxpayers. 

“School transportation costs would be high for this site. The 
Cowell property is located in a remote corner of the district with 
a comparatively low school population. A greater number of 
buses and drivers would be needed than if a more centrally lo- 
cated site were chosen.” 

The corner is not so remote, actually,

A total of 135 of the 
pupils now attending Hillview school come from the area bounded 
by Atherton avenue, El Camino Real, Valparaiso and the western 
border of the district. This areca contains just about all of the 
remaining subdividable land in the district west of E] Camino 
Real, and the number of children from it can be expected to grow. 
A hurried measurement with a pencil on a road map shows that 
almost all of this entire corner of Atherton is within a mile of the 
possible school and under present policies, the children could 
walk. They wouldn't have to cross any major “speedways” to get 
there, either. 

Returning to this petition. It concludes: 

“The loss of potential tax revenue from this property would 
be borne b residents of the entire Menlo Park Elementary School 
District. This loss would be considerable in view of the high 
assessment value of this land if developed into homesites.” 

The area is in Atherton. Thus, a seven acre school site 
result in the loss of exactly seven homes. 

Now, the experience of the Menlo Park Elementary School 
District has been that half a child can be accounted for, 
dwelling unit including apartments in the district.

child in school, 
The district, with an operating tax rate of 
$1.75, needs to have a home with a tax valuation of $8700 for each 
half child to get this money. Such a home would have to have a 
real value of $25,000 or $30,000 if it is to pay ,in taxes, for the 
half child that it sends to school. 

And actually, the school district isn’t in the business of making 
money. It has been set up to provide a service — the best possible 
education that its trustees can persuade the public to buy for its 
children. 

Or consider the traffic problem. These 15 homes would, 
besides housing children, become the operating bases for at 
least 30 cars. These would create at least as great a hazard 
to children as the present autos on the streets concerned 
would prove to be if a school were built in the area. The 
menace will be nearer home, however, if that’s any comfort,

Supervisors Say 


When Discussing Coming Elections? 


POLITICAL MOVES COMING? 
—Everything has been kept hush- 
hush, but we have been wondering 
what the board of supervisors dis- 
cusses when it talks of the coming 
general election? What county 
measures are to be put on the bal- 
lot, if any? Have they agreed to 
take a crack at the Civil Service 
Commission as discussed many 
weeks ago, or will they wait for a 
more opportune time? 

One of the biggest headaches 
in the county picture has been 
the salary recommendations of 

the CS commission. These men, 
appointed by the board, have 
an authority no other board or 
commission or group could hope 
to have—or should have! Their 
decision on what salaries will be 
for every CS employe is law and 
cannot be changed by anyone 
else. 

The only recourse for the super- 
visors is to toss out ALL salary 
recommendations and conduct its 
own study. This is costly and time 
consuming and rarely is there 
time before budgets must be pre- 
pared and the tax rate fixed. 

The board of supervisors should 
have the power to review all sal- 
ary schedules, just as it does a 
recommendation by the park or 
planning commissions, 

Those bodies make their own 
decisions and anyone who desires 
may appeal to the supervisors. 

Not so with the Civil Service 
setup. They’re law within them- 
selves and answer to no one. Too 
often we have seen the commis- 
sion’s own secretary and a favored 
few grab off the top pay checks. 
In our opinion, the commission 
gives too little thought to the job 
being performed, but more to the 
employe’s smile, charm, or what- 
ever it takes to get in the favored 
gang.

Killed 
In Accident 


Falling steel culvert pipe erush- 
ed and instantly killed George 
William Lang Jr. Tuesday morn- 
ing while he was attempting to 
unload a truck at Juipero Serra 


| boulevard on the Stanford campus. 


Lang, 49, lived at 846 Oak Grove 
avenue. He was a former Palo 
Alto high school teacher and 
coach, but had been working as.a 
timekeeper for the Freeman Pav- 
ing Company. 

The accident occurred while: 
Lang was climbing to the top of 
a truckload of pipe. While climb- 
ing, two pieces of the culvert 
pipe slid from the trailer, knock- 
him down. His head struck the 
bed of a smaller truck as he fell, 
killing him instantly. 

The driver of the truck, A. B. 
Parker, San Francisco, a driver 
for a drayage firm, barely escaped 
serious injury by the falling pipe. 
Parker was struck on the head, 
shoulder and knee by the pipe. 

Lang, who left the faculty of 
-alo Alto High School in 1947 
after serving as an_ instructor, 
coach and counselor, is a life mem- 
ber of the Stanford Alumni asso- 
ciation. He joined the high school 
staff in 1938 as a mathematics 
teacher. 

He was born in Seattle and at- 
tended both the University of Ne- 
vada and Stanford University. 

Surviving are Lang’s wife, Ne- 
vada; three children, Pfe. Leroy 

Lang, stationed with the army in 
New Jersey; Mrs. Phyllis O’Connor

The addition of the shops will} 
relieve much of the shop enroll- 
ment load at Sequoia as it will ac- 
commodate students who other- 
who would not have attended Se-| 
quoia but did so for the shop cours: | 


Up until now, more than 50 per 
cent of the male students of the; 
district were denied any type of | 
shop training due to the lack of} 
facilities. Sequoia was the only 
school in the district equipped 
with shops. This year, more than 
400 students are signed up for the| 
various courses in the program. 

The pitch - roof structure is | 
built of the same brick material 
used in the construction of the 
rest of the school. 

A general layout of the wing 
indicates two large work rooms 

laid end to end, separated by a 
rectangular block consisting of 
offices, storage rooms, tool 
rooms, a paint spray booth and a 
welding room. The two large 
rooms are to be used as metal 
and wood shops, respectively. 

A mezzanine situated over the 
block of office and storage rooms 
is to be used for the storage and 
display of finished products. 

The annexation of the shops cre- 
ates a new department at the high 
school, Jean La Lanne, who will 
head the new Industrial Arts de- 
partment, is a former member of 
the teaching staff at Sequoia. In 
addition to LaLanne, there will be 
three new instructors in the de- 
partment, two of whom have re- 
received their masters degrees at 
Stanford, the other a San Jose 
State graduate having served as a 
teachers’ assistant there. 

It was made clear by La Lan- 
ne that the shop program at 
Menlo-Atherton is to be an “in- 
dustrial arts” program as oppos- 
ed to a “manual training” or 
“pre-apprentice” program. Its 
purpose is not to produce crafts- 
men skilled in particular areas 
of occupational endeavor, but 
rather to assist the student to 
become personally familiar with 
the basic materials, machines, | 
processes, and skills necessary to 
our industrial economy, he said. 

The course itself is non-vocation- | 
al in nature and primarily explor-} 
atory. One of its main objectives is 
to prepare the students for their 
roles of potential consumers, that 
is, to provide them with a knowl- 
edge of what to look for when buy-| 
ing furniture and home tools. 

Thus, the power tools with

“Believe it or not,” he offers, “the percentages of Stuart hitting 
a home run aren’t great enough to warrant opponents walking him in 
most cases.” Sound ridiculous for a guy who has hit one homer in 
every 1.87 games for his first 112 games and stands to wind 


an all-time record of 75 if he continues that pace? 


Weiss elaborates—“Stuart is going fer the fences all the 
time, and as a natural consequence, he strikes out often. In fact, 
his league-leading strike out total is almost as phenomenal as his 
home run total. Dick hits very few singles—you can just about bet 
i’ll be a home run or strike out. And the odds are better than 
3.2 in favor of strike outs so opposing pitchers stake their chances 


with him in most cases.”

Raising Plants from Seed Is Fun 
When Novel Types Are Desired 


By TERRY LEE

When only a few plants are 
wanted it is reaify cheaper and 
better to buy these at the nur- 
sery, But many times a new var- 
iety is not available er many 
plants are needed, and then it 
is best and easy to start these 
plants at home. 


I stress the word “easy” because | 


it really is. Even if you have only 
a minimum of success, you have 
spent very little money on seeds. 
You should have a big success if 


you take time to watch the seed-| 
lings every day, and then you get) 


a big return for your time and 
money. If you neglect the seed- 
lings you still have some come up, 
because seeds are amazingly 
strong and a few manage to sur- 
vive all kinds of problems. 

Flowers that may be started 
from seed in August include: wall- 
flower, sweet peas, Virginia stocks, 
Primula malacoides, cineraria, vi- 
olas and pansies. 

All of these are treated as an- 
nuals. Sweet peas and Virginia 
stocks may be started outside in 
ulace, but the birds love the new 
shoots, and I have only had suc- 
cess when the seeds were started 
in pols and transplanted. 
TIMELY 

Among the several popular 
kinds of perennials that may be 
planted now are: golden tuft (Alys- 
sum saxatile), Anchusa, colum- 
bine, English daisy, Canterbury 
bells, pyrethrum, coreopsis, del- 
phinium, border carnation, fox- 
glove, gallardia, geum, gypsophila, 
Helianthemum,  statice, polyan- 
thus primrose, scabiosa, and mea- 
dow rue. In addition, it is a good 
time to root cuttings from gazan- 
jas, scabiosa, geraniums and _ pel- 
argoniums. 

There is a new material which 
makes growing seeds much eas- 
ier. Called sponge rock, it is 
mixed with soid, sand and peat 
moss and also used as the top 


|to which seedlings are very sus 


| ceptible. 
| For my seeds, I make a mixture 
lof %4 good garden soil, 4 compost 


made from leaves and grass, and 
14 mixture of equal amounts of ri- 
| ver sand and peat moss. Never use 
| peat moss without sand, as it de- 
velops a surface tension when it 
dries out a little bit and then ac 
tually resists moisture. 

Sand is able to break up the 
peat moss enough to eliminate 
this ability. 

CONCOCTION 

To the mixture of soil, compost, 
peat-sand, I add the fourth quar- 
ter of sponge rock. Of this amount 
of sponge rock, half is added to 
the mixture, and half is used for 
the surface of the flat. 

Actually, I find bulb pots easier 
to handle than flats. I fill the pot 
to an inch of the top with the mix- 
ture and give it a good soaking. 
The seeds are sprinkled on top 
and sponge rock pressed on top 
of this. From then on I use a 
clothes sprinkling bottle to keep 
the surface moist. 

If the weather is warm, the 
pots can be kept in semi-shade 
and covered with a pane of 
glass. If the sun is too bright, 
cover the glass with a sheet of 
paper until germination starts. 

Once the seedlings break 
through, it is essential to provide 
good ventilation and a reasonable 
amount of water. Damping off is 
worse with poor ventilation and 
when the seed has been planted 
too close and kept too wet. A light 
watering every morning should be 
enough. 

When the seedlings have their 
third pair of leaves, they should 
be pricked (i use a pencil) and 
set about an inch apart in a flat 
or another pot. You can place 

| from four to six dozen seedlings 
in a nursery flat. Several weeks 
later they can be planted in the 
‘ garden.
